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Preface 


The  writer  of  this  genealogy  has  taken  pains  to  record 
the  information  exactly  as  given  to  him  but  in  some  cases 
the  poor  penmanship  made  this  difficult.  In  a  few 
instances  repeated  requests  for  information  have  been 
ignored,  resulting  in  a  loss  of  permanent  history  to  the 
descendants  of  these  indifferent  relatives.  The  early  his¬ 
tory  of  this  Hamel  family  was  obtained  from  the  registers 
of  the  reformed  parish  at  Hatzbach,  Germany.  The  records 
were  not  indexed,  and  being  over  three  centuries  old,  the 
ink  and  paper  had  faded  badly  and  in  some  instances  were 
undecipherable.  The  Hamels  for  several  generations  were 
schoolmasters.  No  effort  has  been  made  to  include  in  this 
history  that  portion  of  the  family  that  remained  in  Ger¬ 
many.  The  writer  of  this  genealogy  thanks  those  who 
have  promptly  answered  his  inquiries  and  wishes  to  receive 
additional  information  that  subsequently  may  be  found.

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HESSE 


Hesse,  a  state  of  the  German  republic  in  the  west  part  of  the 
country,  was  a  grand  duchy  until  1918.  The  Rhine  and  the  Wattau  How 
thru  the  state.  There  are  some  high  hills  but  most  of  the  country  is 
flat.  Darmstadt  is  the  capital,  and  before  1866,  when  there  were  several 
states  of  Hesse,  the  present  grand  duchy  was  known  as  Hesse-Darm- 
stadt.  Mainz  is  the  largest  town;  others  are  Offenbach,  Worms  and 
Giessen.  Agriculture  is  the  main  occupation,  rye,  barley,  potatoes  and 
vines  are  largely  grown.  The  rulers  of  Hesse  lived  and  fought  very  much 
as  did  the  other  German  princlings  of  the  middle  ages.  They  divided 
their  land  to  form  principalities  for  their  sons,  but  such  divisions  were 
not  always  permanent.  The  most  notable  among  them  was  Philip,  who 
figured  largely  in  the  events  of  the  Reformation.  One  of  his  predeces¬ 
sors  had  been  candidate  for  the  office  of  king.  When  Philip  died  in  1567 
an  important  division  of  Hesse  took  place.  To  provide  for  his  four  sons 
it  was  divided  into  Hesse-Kassel,  Hesse-Darmstadt,  Hesse -Marburg  and 
Hesse -Rheinf els.  In  the  Napoleonic  upheavel  these  principalities  lost 
their  status  and  thus  Hesse-Darmstadt  became  the  only  Hesse.  From 
Frederich  II,  England  hired  22.000  Hessian  troops  for  $3,191,000  to  assist 
in  her  war  against  her  North  American  colonies.  The  connection  be¬ 
tween  Hesse-Darmstadt  and  Prussia  became  stronger  and  in  the  war  of 
1870-71  its  troops  fought  under  Prussian  generals.  The  grand  duchy 
joined  the  German  Empire  in  1871  and  as  such  took  part  in  the  World 
War  of  1914-18.  In  1918  the  grand  duke,  Ernest  Louis,  abdicated  and  a 
republic  was  proclaimed. 

Hatzbach,  the  main  one  of  the  group  of  the  ancestral  villages  is 
situated  about  12  miles  northeast  of  Marburg  and  about  15  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Aisfeld.  The  population  of  Hatzbach  is  425,  Halsdorf  500, 
Erksdorf  670  and  Speekswinkel  410.  There  are  only  elementary  schools 
at  these  villages.  There  is  a  university  at  Giessen  to  the  southwest. 
The  land  in  the  vicinity  of  these  villages  is  rather  hilly  with  consider¬ 
able  forest.  The  altitude  above  sea  level  is  600  feet  for  Halsdorf  and 
1100  feet  for  Erksdorf. 

Ploughing  is  done  with  horses,  and  poor  people  even  use  their  cows 
when  they  can  not  afford  to  own  a  horse.  The  small  amount  of  tillable 
soil  is  very  fertile  and  the  vinyards  produce  a  large  amount  of  wine. 
There  is  quite  a  lot  of  fruit  and  vegetables  and  some  grain.  After  all 
these  folks  have  a  hard  time  making  a  living  and  this  accounts  for  so 
many  of  them  emigrating  to  more  profitable  land  in  other  countries. 
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FIRST  GENERATION 

Wilhelm  Christoffel  Hamel  was  born  at  Hatzbach  in  1624  and  died 
Dec.  8,  1696,  at  the  same  village.  He  was  a  schoolmaster.  Gertraut 

- ,  his  wife,  was  born  in  1637  and  died  May  14,  1713.  They  had  a 

son,  Johannes  Christian  Hamel. 

SECOND  GENERATION 

Johannes  Christian  Hamel  was  born  at  Hatzbach  in  1669  and  died 
there  May  24,  1749.  He  married  Anna  Elizabeth  Roser  Sept.  11,  1692. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Hans  Werner  Roser,  her  mother’s  name  not 
being  known.  Johannes  had  been  a  schoolmaster  for  sixty-three  years 
and  also  sheriff.  He  was  known  as  “The  Beloved  Schoolmaster.”  They 
had  a  son,  Johannes  Heinrich  Hamel. 

THIRD  GENERATION 

Johannes  Heinrich  Hamel  was  born  in  Hatzbach  on  Dec.  13,  1699, 
and  died  there  on  Feb.  3,  1776.  He  was  a  sheriff.  On  Nov.  16,  1723,  at 
Hatzbach  he  married  Elizabeth  Dippel,  who  was  born  1704  and  died 
November,  1792.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Johannes  Conrad  Dippel,  who 
was  a  sheriff  and  mayor.  Her  mother’s  name  was  not  known.  They  had 
a  son,  Johannes  Jacob  Hamel. 

Johannes  Trier  married  Anna  Elizabeth  Amrehn.  The  father  of 
Johannes  was  Johannes  Curt  Trier,  his  mother’s  name  not  being  known. 
Anna’s  father  was  Johannes  Heinrich  Amrehn,  but  her  mother’s  name  is 
unknown.  Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  was  born  in  Exdorf  and  married 
Johannes  Jacob  Hamel. 

Valentin  Hoos  was  baptised  Aug.  12,  1718,  and  died  at  Speckswinkel 
on  Jan.  16,  1800.  His  father  was  Johannes  Hoos,  sheriff,  born  1688  and 
died  May  16,  1754.  Valentin’s  mother  was  Elizabeth  Gimbel,  buried  July 
9,  1738.  They  were  married  Nov.  18,  1717. 

Johannes  Dorrbecker  was  the  father  of  Elizabeth  Dorrbecker,  who 
later  married  Johann  Heinrich  Hoos.  Efer  mother’s  name  is  not  Jmown. 

FOURTH  GENERATION 

Johannes  Jacob  Hamel,  Lutheran,  plougher  and  landlord,  was  born 
April  24,  1743,  at  Hatzbach.  He  was.  the  son  of  Johannes  Heinrich  Hamel 
and  Elizabeth  Dippel.  On  Jan.  17,  1769,  he  married  Elizabeth  Trier  of 
Exdorf,  the  daughter  of  Johannes  Trier  and  Anna  Elizabeth  Amrehn. 
They  had  a  son,  Georg  Hamel. 

Johann  Heinrich  Hoos,  Reformed,  was  baptised  at  Speckswinkel  on 

Jan.  25,  1761.  He  was  the  son  of  Valentin  Hoos  and  Elizabeth - . 

On  May  1,  1784,  he  married  Elizabeth  Dorrbecker  at  Wiera.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  Johannes  Dorrbecker,  her  mother’s  name  not  being  known. 
They  had  a  daughter,  Elizabeth  Hoos. 

FIFTH  GENERATION 

Georg  Hamel  was  born  at  Eikdorf  on  July  30,  1792.  He  died  at 
Hatzbach  on  Dec.  22,  1861.  He  was  a  son  of  Johannes  Jacob  Hamel  and 
Elizabeth  Trier.  He  married  Elizabeth  Hoos  at  Eiksdorf  on  Jan.  25,  1S18. 
She  was  a  daughter  of  Johann  Heinrich  Hoos  and  Elizabeth  Dorrbecker. 
She  was  born  Dec.  21,  1792  at  Speckswinkel  and  died  March  5,  1864,  at 
Hatzbach.  They  had  nine  children  born  at  Hatzbach,  as  follows: 
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Johannes,  who  died  in  infancy;  Heinrich  Wilhelm,  Oct.  28,  1821; 
Johannes,  Aug.  27,  1823;  a  still-born  son,  May  2,  1826;  Kunigunde,  March 
6,  1827;  Georg,  July  8,  1829;  Hartman,  Nov.  5,  1831;  Eckard,  Jan.  1,  1834; 
Anna  Marie,  April  25,  1837. 

SIXTH  GENERATION 

Heinrich  Wilhelm  Hamel  married  Anna  Elizabeth  Brightenstein. 
No  details  of  their  life  are  known.  Their  children  were  born  at  Hatz- 
bach,  as  follows:  Georg  was  born  on  Nov.  18,  1848,  and  died  at  LeGrand, 
Ore.,  Oct.  5,  1927.  He  came  to  the  U.  S.  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  John  Fred 
was  born  Feb.  2,  1853,  and  died  Oct.  18,  1895,  at  Bethany,  Ore.  Shorch 
and  Mary  remained  in  Germany.  Fred  was  born  July  28,  1858,  and  died 
at  Hillsboro,  Ore.,  on  Jan.  27,  1939. 

Johannes  (John)  Hamel,  son  of  Georg  Hamel  and  Elizabeth  Hoos, 
was  born  at  Hatzbach  on  Aug.  27,  1823,  and  died  at  LaSalle,  Ill,  July  26, 
1888.  He  married  Lucy  Riggs  Dec.  25,  1852,  at  LaSalle,  Ill.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  George  Riggs  and  Sophia  Bullit,  both  born  in  Germany. 
Lucy  was  born  May  17,  1835,  in  Pottsville,  Pa.,  and  died  Dec.  23,  1908, 
at  LaSalle,  Ill.  They  were  parents  of  twelve  children,  born  in  Dimmick 
Township,  LaSalle  County,  Ill.,  as  follows:  Evaline  born  Nov.  22,  1853, 
and  died  Nov.  11,  1854;  Frank  born  Oct.  14,  1855,  and  died  Feb.  3,  1858; 
Alice  E,.  Oct.  26,  1857;  George  born  Feb.  16,  1859,  and  died  Nov.  25,  1871; 
Emma  Clyde,  Nov.  7,  1861;  Louis,  Nov.  18,  1863;  Sophia  Jane,  Nov.  23, 
1866;  Clara  May,  Feb.  8,  1569;  Jessie  Belle,  June  28,  1871;  John  Baltzer, 
Nov.  3,  1874;  Adeline  Cecelia,  Feb.  6.  1877;  Ethel  Bertha,  born  Feb.  4, 
1880,  and  died  March  5,  1881. 

Kunigunde  (Julia)  Hamel  was  born  March  6,  1827,  at  Hatzbach  and 
died  March  5,  1885,  in  Hall  Township,  Bureau  County,  Ill.  She  was 
married  in  Germany  to  John  H.  Weber  in  1852.  John  died  in  Hall  Twp., 
on  Dec.  8,  1899.  Their  children  were  all  born  in  Dimmick  Township, 
LaSalle  County,  Ill.,  as  follows:  Henry  J.,  Feb.  26,  1855;  John  Hamel, 
April  15,  1858;  Emma  Caroline,  April  11,  1863;  Elizabeth,  Sept.  4,  1868; 
Lewis  P.,  June  17,  1870;  and  Ida,  Nov.  2,  1872. 

Georg  Hamel  was  born  July  8,  1829,  at  Hatzbach  and  died  March  9, 
1908,  at  Halsdorf.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Fischer.  In  1938,  two  sons 
and  one  grandson  and  two  great  grandsons  were  still  living  in  Halsdorf. 
Two  grandsons  were  living  in  a  neighboring  community. 

Hartman  (Henry)  Hamel  was  born  Nov.  5,  1831,  at  Hatzbach  and 
died  Oct.  5,  1911,  at  Davis,  Calif:  He  was  married  to  Anna  Marie  Wirtz 
on  June  29,  1858,  at  Sacramento,  Calif.  She  was  born  Aug.  15,  1838,  at 
Louisville,  Ky.,  and  died  at  Davis,  Calif.,  on  Feb.  9,  1928.  Her  parents 
were  Jacob  Wirtz  and  Charlotte  Aug.  They  were  the  parents  of  four¬ 
teen  children,  several  of  them  dying  in  infancy.  Thy  are:  George 
Frederick  born  at  Placerville,  Calif.,  on  April  13,  1859,  and  died  May  3, 
1923,  at  Davis,  Calif.  Henry  Ferdinand  born  July  30,  1861,  at  Placerville 
and  dying  April  27,  1862.  Henry  Jacob  born  Aug.  10,  1863,  at  Placerville 
and  dying  March  10,  1938,  at  Davis.  Carrie  Marie  was  born  Oct.  30, 
1865,  at  Placerville.  Fred  was  born  Dec.  23,  1869,  at  Davis  and  died 
there  on  July  7,  1934.  Alma  Marie  was  born  Feb.  24,  1870,  at  Davis. 
Charlotte  Elizabeth  was  born  Sept.  20,  1871,  at  Davis.  William  Carl  was 
born  Dec.  19,  1873,  at  Davis.  Edward  was  born  Feb.  26,  1876,  at  Davis. 
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John  Alva  was  born  March  2,  1878,  at  Davis,  dying  there  Nov.  24,  1878. 
His  twin  brother,  Charles  F.,  died  at  Davis  on  April  11,  1878.  John  Alva 
was  born  Aug.  16,  1880,  at  Davis  and  died  there  on  April  24,  1881. 
Elizabeth  M.  was  born  March  6,  1881,  and  died  there  on  April  19,  1881. 
Elizabeth  Matilda  was  born  April  28,  1882,  at  Davis. 

Eckard  (Edward)  Hamel  was  born  Jan.  1,  1834,  at  Hatzbach  and 
died  Oct.  11,  1861,  at  Doniphan,  Kansas.  He  was  married  to  Rosanna 
Riggs  at  LaSalle,  Ill.,  on  Jan.  10,  1858.  She  was  born  at  Pottsville,  Pa., 
a  sister  of  Lucy  Riggs,  who  married  his  older  brother,  Johannes.  They 
had  a  son,  Edward  Howard,  who  was  born  Oct.  15,  1858,  at  Geary  City, 
Kansas,  and  died  at  Liberty,  Oregon,  on  Aug.  19,  1933. 

Anna  Marie  Hamel  was  born  April  25,  1837,  at  Hatzbach  and  died 
Nov.  25,  1926,  at  Speckswinkel.  She  married  Johan  Georg  Henkel,  who 
was  born  Nov.  26,  1838,  and  died  at  Speckswinkel  on  June  9,  1919.  They 
had  a  son,  Johannes,  who  was  born  Nov.  7,  1867,  at  Speckswinkel  and 
died  there  July  30,  1937.
